FOREST  HOSPITAL  REPORT. 

The  most  important  factor  in  the  control  of  Infectious  Disease 
is  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Our  most  potent  weapons  against  the 
spread  of  Diphtheria  are  careful  swabbing  and  examination  of  all 
suspicious  sore  throats  and  all  contacts  of  actual  cases,  together 
with  isolation  of  persons  affected. 

How  our  Hospital  has  met  these  requirements  will  be  seen

Eye  Cases. 

Thirty-five  cases  were  referred  to  Mr.  Reid  for  examination 
and  necessary  treatment. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Three  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year.  One 
child  was  born  in  the  County  Institution  and  returned  to  its  home 
at  Warsop.  Two  were  local  residents — both  cured. 

Throat  Conditions — Deafness. 

Twenty-seven  cases  were  submitted  to  the  specialist,  and  of 
these  18  were  found  to  require  operation.  Fourteen  of  these 
operations  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Maternity  Bed. 

Fifty-five  cases  were  admitted  to  the  bed  retained  for  the 
use  of  complicated  cases  of  pregnancy  at  the  Mansfield  and  District 
General  Hospital.
